Ktimbllns bUl, which has commtindeil 
111.! iittenUon of the house for two days, 
was put out of exlstonc© for this »os- 
-sluii tonight by the slow torture 
method. The douth-bed scenes were 
Bomewlmt miirkod with confusion, and 
its dying hours were noisy, there lielng. 
no mlutulclng'tho sentiment of the house 
rcgiirding the legislation. 

After resuming the argument this 
morning the talic went on briskly, one 
uf tlio features being the strong con- 
ileninatlon of the bill by Mr. Aylos- 
woi tli, who did not mince words In ex- 
pressing his contempt for "an out- 
riigeous measure which should not 
puss." 

Tonight, however, the final locltlng 
ot liorns came after two days- or gen- 
oial talk on the race track gambling 
question, and the bill was taken up 
clauso by clause. It was then that J. B. 
McColI, who had in hand the opposition 
to the measure in the shape of an 
amendment of some length which dealt

SAN FRANCISCO, April 7,— (Special 
to Tlio Colonist) — Bronzed as one of 
the Sikhs of his own reorganlzotl In- 
dian army, I'-leld Marshal Lord Kit- 
chener of Khartoum came ashore from 
tho steamship I^ari'posa early today 
and .weijt 'direct- to' the new Palace 
'hotel. vThere' he -was waited upon by 
Hia'^'Britannlo Majesty's Consul-Gen- 
erali Walter. -Rlaley Hearn, and, later 
in the day, JMaJon-Qeneral Thomas, H. 
Barry called to bid him wereom& In 
.the name of the Wat Department of 
the United States. 

This evening' "the Von Molfke of 
Britain," 'whose personality Is an In- 
separably Interwoven with the modern 
history of tho tiiother of nations, at- 
tended a banquet at thc Palace hotel 
given tjy the citizens of California to 
Roar- Admiral Uriel B, .Sebree, IJ,S,X, 
(retired). Governor Gillette officiated 
as tonstmaster, while Colonel GeorKO 
W. Bauer was chairman of the reccii- 
tlon comtnittee, AddrosBos wero made 
1- Victor Metcalfe, former secretary 
of the navy; Rear.\dnilr.-il Harber, 
Frank .T, Sj'mmes. nnd others. 

To the Colonl.st's ropre.'ientatlve. 
Field-Marshal I^orrt Kitchener exproa.s- 
ed extreme rCKret at his inability to 
\-lsit Cniuida or any portion of the 
British ijrrssesslons in America on his 
present trip. 

■Whoa asked more particularly as to 
the impressions formed duj-.'JiB tho 
course of his Atiatrallan mission, or as 
to the outlook In India and the possi- 
bility of his rotiirn to that empire as 
Vici^roy, in siicce.qsion to tlie I'^arl of 
-Mliito. Lord Kitchener -waved his hand 
and stated that he ''had absolutely no- 
thinp: to sny." 

His manner, while courteous In the 
extreme, indicated unmlstakeably that 
he meant Just what he said and that 
his answer was final in this regard, 

"I shall be In America only ten days," 
said Ills lord-shlp, "It Is my first visit, 
I iim extremely desirous to see San 
Francisco, Chicago and New York, and 
especially San Francisco, of which I 
have heard much." 



KITCH'EWBR'S REPORT 
ON AUSTR 'A'LIA'I\I DEFENCES 

Lord Kitchener's report nn the de- 
fences nf Au,«tralla caused no small 
sensatlrm In the Antipodes: "Tho ron- 
eliisicin 1 have come to Is, shortly, that 
the present forces are in.-idcfiiiati' In 
inimliers, training', orpanlz.-ition, and 
munitions of war, to defend Australia 
from tho dangers that an- dim to the 
present conditions that prevail In the 
country, iis well as to its Isolated po.sl- 
tlon." 

Thc above quotation Is from his In- 
troductory remarks In that report. 

Admitting that the British axiom is 
that the maintenance of the Empire 
depends upon the supremacy of Brit- 
ish naval power. Lord Kitchener 
brings the argument down to Austra- 
lian conditions by saying: 

"But In applying this principle to 
Australasia, consideratlona of time 
and space cannot be disregarded. The 
conduct of a great war depends upon 
the calculated and proper combination 
of naval, military and diplomatic 
forces; and it Is quite conceivable that 
in the future, as In the past, national 
considerations may rcquiro tho con- 
centration of British naval forces in 
one or other theatre of operations. It 
follows that. In seas remote from such 
a concentration, the British naval 
forces may find themselves for the 
moment inferior In force to an actual, 
or potential enemy. In such a situa- 
tion, altliouRh our ultimate superior- 
ity at sea niipht not be a mir«ier of 
doubt, some time ml(,'ht elapse before 
our conini.and of the soa was definitely 
assured In all waters. It, therefore, 
becomes the duty of all self-provernlng 
dominions to provide a military force 
iideciunte, not only to deal promptly 
with any attempt at invasion, but also 
to Insure local safety and public con- 
fidence until our superiority at sea 
has been ileclsively and comprehens- 
ively asserted. For this reason it has 
recently been agreed that tho Homo 
force.s 'of the United Rlngdoni sliould 
bo so orKonlnpil as to compel an enemy 
contemplating an Invasion to make the 
;>ttempt on such a scale as to bo un- 
able to evade our naval forces. The 
same arKiiments apply to Austrttlasia, 
and its land forces should bo calculated 
an.l oi-Kanl/ed m: tills Ijnsis. 

In this conoctlon it l.s interesting to 
turn back to the "Introductory re- 
marks" and note the folU'wlng com- 
ment upon tho strategical value of tho 
railway systems of the States as ap- 
plied to Commonwealth requirements. 
Lord Kitchener, In one or more of his 
brief speeches, indicated a desire to 
see the completion of a railway 
scheme which would conm-ct up all 
the States, and in his report he says; 

"I would also mention that railway 
construction has, while developliiB the 
country,_, resulted In lines that would 
oppear to bo more favorable to an en- 
emy inyading Australia than to the 



dcifonoe! 'of .tile":, 'douiitry. Different 
gauges- in most . ot the states Isoluto 
each. aystem,, and, the want of system- 
atic interior connection iniikcs the 
present linos running inland of littlt; 
use for dofonco, though possibly of 
considurable value to an onomy wlio 
would have teniporary command of 
the sea." 

The- Force Required ' 

Following up tho Hoquenco of his 
argument, the I^leld ."Marshal accepts 
as the principle factors which guide 
him In estimating tho stretiKtli of tho 
land forces necessary for thc defence 
of Australia to be: 

(a) Tho great ocean distances whlcli 
lie between Australia and the territory 
of any possible enemies, 

(b) The iirnied KtreiiBth and power 
of transportation over sea of any con- 
ceivably hostile nation, 

(c) The vast extent, and railway 
communication, ot the Australian con- 
tinent, vhich covers an area of 2,948,- 
3G6 square miles, and possesses a coast 
line of 12,210 miles; as contrasted witli 
the smallhesB of its population, 4,276,- 
ObO souls, of whom 1,295,000 are males 
of n fighting age. 

On this basis it is ostlniated that a 
total of 80,000 UshtinK troops would 
be required to secure; the larger cities 
and defended posts from attack, and 
so to maintain the; public eonlideiice 
and national credit, while the other 
half ivould 1)1' free to opi'rate as ;i 
mobile striking force anywliere in 
.-Vustraiia. "liut," the next par,-igr,-ip h 
states, "the best dcd'once is generally 
Ijy taking the of'cnslve, and there 
should tlierefori! he no dllferenco In 
the enrolnuuit, organhiation and 
eciuipment of any unit." 

Tho Organization 

In the opening piiraKrapli of his re- 
marks upon the orKanlxation of tlio 
force, Lord Kitchener indicates the de- 
gree to .which he accepts tlie ItlOit De- 
fence Bill as an indication of the jirin- 
ciplcs which guide iilm in his rec- 
commendationi He saya: "The De- 
fence Bill 1909, which has Just been 
passed by the Commonwealth parlia- 
ment, gives ofl'eot to the principle that 
every citizen should be trained to de- 
fend his country, and I therefore pro- 
pose to base tho following advice as to 
tho manner in wiilcli the forci; of ,S0.- 
000 fighting men sliould be enrolled, 
organized, and traiJwed on tho princijial 
embodied in that Act, which is design- 
ed to call into existence a national 
citizen force," 

The following distribution Is then 
proposed, namely; 

Infantry — :;i brigades of four battal- 
ions each. 

Light Horse— 28 regiments. 

Field Artillery— 49 4 -gun batteries 
and seveii 4 -gun heavy and howTt.zer 
batteries equal to 22 •Iguns. ',, • 

Engineers— Seven communication 
companies and 14 field companleis.^

Radical papers 'vyhlch accept tho re- 
port, learn that the vlrlsh will conse- 
quently vote agalnatv-: the impending 
bifdgot a"nd procedure .resolutions and 
lha go'vernment being 'thereby neces- 
sarily, defeated will resign forthwitli 
and the dissolution of parliament will 
follow.

UOVKI^, Eng,, April 7.— A torrlHc ex- 
plosion occurred early this morning "on 
the Brltlsli steamer Calrnronii, off Dun- 
geness, wiiich wreclcod the women's 
quarters, killing one eliihl and injuring a 
number of women and clillib'cn, Tho 
.steuniei- caught lire, and a jianic ensued 
1.1 whleli men fou,%-lit for possession of 
the Ijuals and liad to be beaten back by 
the crew to allow the women to be taltcn 
off first. .V large number of the passen- 
gers were landed liere tonight, many of 
ibeni in ;ui exhausted cinidition. 

In all f.veiity in-rson;; were seriously 
and not le.'is liian lifty .'dighLly injured 
by tho explosion and in Hie panic that 
followed it, 

Tlio Cairnrona sailed yesterday from 
London for Portland, -Maine, She car- 
ried IIUO passengers, for the most part 
emigrants, and a general cargo. By 
good luck the steamers Uiiland and Kan'; 
awha were close at hand -ivhcii the 
(.,'airnrona caught fire, and stood by ahil 
took off several hundred passengers and 
landed them here. 

Several of the lirst class passengers, 
who wero American cattlemen, gave 
thrilling details of the accident. -<A nunif 
her of women, with children In their ' 
arms, .were pitting oti,.a^hatj5ji.wJ»e,n aud^ 
denly a' violentfjiexplpslo^^^ 
to all parts of the deck. S6me oT' them ; 
wore badly Injured, and one ciilld was 
killed. Tho hatch was blown to f rag- • 
ments. A terrible panic ensued, the 
emigrants, mostly Russians, running up 
and down screaming and wringing their 
hands. Their terror -was increased by 
the volume of smoke which poured from 
tho burning liold, Tlio captain and of- 
ficers made ineffectual efforts to calm 
them, and then signals of distress wore 
sent up, 

in tlio meantime another explosion oc- 
curred la the engine room, injuring sev- 
eral of Hie lui.glneers. The Kanawha 
and Uplaiirl steamed up quickly, and the 
c-aplain det'ided to transfer all the pas- 
sengers. This was accompllslied speed- 
ily, but was accompanied by scandalous 
scenes. Scores of the men tried to rusli 
the boats, and many of them fought the 
women, tearing and dragging them un- 
der foot. The crew battled valiantly 
against the panlc-strlcken emigrants, 
u.-iing flsts and feet and any weapon 
tiiey could flhd. Not a few of the fran- 

i tic mob of men were felled to the^ deck 
before the hy&terlcal, falhtlng women 

I and children could be got to the boats. 

I In tlie stampede four persons fell or 
\\ ere pushed into the sea and were res- 
cued with dlfflcult.v. 

The captain of the Cairnrona reports 
that an explosion in the starboard bunk- 
ers wrecked tho women's quarters. Thiis 
was ffillowed b.v several minor explos- 
ions, until two o'cloeiv in tlie afternoon 
water was pumped into the bankers and 
the vessel proeeeih.'d, reaching hero at 
nine o'clock tonight. Though it is be- 
lieved tliat tlie lire bar' lieeii extinguish- 
ed, till' steamer will remain here until 
tlie nioriiing in order to be sure that she 
can pi-oceeil in s,-U'ety, 

The Kanawha and Upland re.-iehcd Do- 
\(-r witli tlie rescued jiassengers late in 
the all'-nioon, and the scenes .at tho 
landing were piteous, Kxliausted by 
cold and expo.suie, many of them iialf 
faniisheil and others suffering from in- 
juries, they wero brought ashore and 
supplied with food, clothing and medical 
attendance. Admiral Prince Louis of 
Batt^iberg and the Princess, with the 
British naval ofllccrs, lent their assist- 
ance. Tlie naval surgeons attended the 
wounded. man>' of whom were removed 
in anihui.-inees to tho hospital, Princo 
and rrlncess Louis of Battenberg had 
lieen giving a dinner party, but they 
broke It uji and came ashore with their 
guests to attend the wants of the re- 
fugees. 

The Calrnrona's captain is endeavor- 
ing to persu.-ido those of. hlH passenger.'! 
remaining here to re-embark on hla 
steamer. .Se\ei-al hundred of them took 
the train for LomUm toniglit.

gamble. Kx-Mayor Uall was called to 
give evidence relative to IiIh term as 
iiiuynr and ex-oUicio i)ollce commis- 
sioner ol' Victoria. l!i tlie course ol 
Ilia toatimony he declared tliat lie liail 
ii(>ver come into contact with any 
gnil'tlntr, and also that he liad no

Another unsigned letter wanted to 
know why the Chinese gamblers 
should be prosecuted when the white 
gamblers were allowed to go free. Mr. 
Robertson asked that the public take 
not'-, t^i the fact that the commission 
was about through, and that the last 
chance to give information would jiass 
on Saturday forenoon when the la.«t 
session of the commission is likely to 
be held. 

' Expected Excitement 

.Another big crowd of .iinJCtalorH had 
.gatlu-red when the Commission ro- 
sumed its graft in<iuiry yesterday af- 
ternoon, The impression had gone 
around that there would be a seismic 
disturbance or two owing to dlscre- 
ixincies in evidence given at prevlou.s 
liearings and those who wished to 
view any excitement that might go 
forward ^vero legion. • 

Commissioner Talt was recdlled to 
answer certain questions from Judge 
Lampman. *He said that the hand- 
bootc he had handed to the court was 
the only account he kept. Tail's 
liook was returned. 

Police Court Clerk Seymour was 
then recalled and aaltcd about the 
Smith ctiHO. He told of the original 
summoiiK .)f P.ibruary llitb, tlU' call- 
j ing und rt>mandlng Iwit.'i' or llirce 
I tinic.5, and Iho final withdrawal by 
. oricrs from Clilef Langley. 
I IO.\-.Mayor Lewis Hall was called 
! next. He had lived here since ISSS 
j and was mayor in lllt)8-09. During 
tlK^ time lie was ex-olllcio member of 
I the i)ollcc board he was never ap- 
[ iiroai hcd by anyone with a proposal 
for iirotectlon or for concessions of 
any kind. 

' Ur. Hall said thai he renieinbi;red 
! nothing at all about requcHiiiig IJetoc- 
I tive Clayards lo make a rc|)cin on 
Chinatown g;imbling. He m>'t ('lay- 
ards on the strcft and asked liim, a.s 
the force was .short-liaiidi'il, tn keep 
aii-eyi' on Chinatown gambling. Dr. 
QIall said he had never asked for a 
report. If he had wanted a repnrt 'k; 
would have a.skrd the Chief f'U' one. 

Asked about the .stati; of- ganibling 
during his term, Dr. Hall .said that In 
IDflS and the next year many new 
eluli.s had been formed In Chinatown, 
and on Investigating he found that as 
the laws stood these; clubs cieild not 
be raided or entered without a war- 
rant. This was the reason why the 
ciu'bs were not vigorously prosecuted. 
Later action was taken by Vancouver, 
Victoria and New Westminster, and 
the Attorney-General made some ar- 
rangement whereby the clubs could be 
entered. In 1909 action was taken 
against the Chinese lotteries and con- 
victions were otitalned. 

Chief Langley then questioned ox- 
Mayor Hall on his own account. To 
him Dr. Hall admitted that the con- 
victions In question had cost $560 — 
more than tlie whole, appropriation 
for such work. After that the police 
had to do the best they could under 
the circumstances.

THE CENTRE OF THE PROVINCE' 

Most people think of tho Gran<I j 
Tnir.k Pacific as a railwiiy in tie' 
northei'n pari of the proviuee. It i.s 
not. ll traverse.^ liie jirovlnee alioiit ' 
midway between its north(;rn and | 
southern boundaries. We take the' 
following from the l''ort lleorge 'l"ri- | 
bune; j 

.Stuart Lake is in tile geograidiical j 
centre of tlie mainland of llritisli Co- 
lumbia. Around it and extending far! 
lo the .'loutli and south-west is a region i 
of great luomise. Tliere is much ex- ' 
celKait laud. .A ijpi'oxlmatioiis of llie; 
tillal,li- area have been atlempled. Ur. 
liawsoii says that lliere are perhajis 
l.iiun sipiare miles in the lower Ne- 
chaco calley. and 200 square miles in 
the vicinity of Francois lake. He 
thinks that the greater part of the low 
country around Stuart lake, which 
would embrace a much larger area 
iliaii he assigns to the Nechaoo valley, 
is more adapted lo the cultivation of 
tile hardier vegetables, such as oats, 
barley, and probably wheal. Around 
Ootsahunket lake there Is a fine 
agricultural tract of many square' 
miles and the Bulkloy valley, which, 
though not drained by a trlbutarj- of j 
the l-'ruaer, Is adjacent to the localities 
just referred to and having an area of 
141.120 acres; Taclo, which is connect- 
ed with Stuart river, aud has tin urea 
ol 86.2'!0 acres; Francois, area 50,000 
acres, drained by the Stolako river 
Into Fraser lake, which empties into 
the main Nechaco, and Ootsabunket, 
urea 40,000 acres, la the main source 
of the Nechaco. A close approxima- 
tion of the area Is Impossible, not only 
for the lack of oxhuustlve surveys, but 
also because so many factors have to 
be taken into account in determining 
tile adaptability of farming of latid in 
I ilia part of the world. Dr. 0. M. 
Hiiwsoa fixed 'an altitude .of 3,000 fijei 
above the sea level as that which the 
cultivation of crops is safe, allhough 
lie himself cited a case whore "fine 
grass and good grain" were growing 
at an altitude of 4,000 feet. Ho also 
says tliQt "'by the ifgency ot man great 
changes will bo proflueod here :i.s In 
other countries." Other considoralion.s 
to bo taken Into account are the shelter 
afforded by high . land, the amount of 
rainfall, and, whorq this Is Insulliclent 
in summer, tho facilities for Irrigiitlon. 
Concerning the fertility of the noil 
there la no doubt." 

Around Stuart lake there Is n liirpvo 
area'ot fertile land, where mider pre- 
sent conditions, 'oats, liarb y and all 
tho ordinary vegetable crops yield lux- 
uriantly. 'Wheat will not be a .safe 
crop until a largo area has been clenr- 
ed, BO as to do away with "the risk of 
summer frost. For dairying no coun- 
try -could be better- aUiqilcdi T'

Tlu; fii'.st and iiiiiierative principle 
lalii down as es.seiitial to the success 
of the enrolment and niaintunance of 
the force is that the nation as a whole 
should take a ju'lde in Its defenders, 
insist iiiiini the organization being 
real and designed for war purposes 
only, uiiil provide' the means for jirop- 
erly educating, training, and equipping 
their ollicers and men." The force, in 
other words, must be an Integral or- 
tion of tho natlynal life. 

"The citizen should," Lord Kitchen- 
er -continues, "be brought up from 
boyhood to look forward to the day

under tho training that ha-s been pro- 
lioscd. Then the fleld-marslial con- 
tinues: 

"Throughout tho. period of service 
tho citizen soldier must remereber 
that he Is discharging a duty to hIa 
country, and that the pay ho recplves 
Is not a wage, but an allowance to 
niisl.st him In the discharge of his, 
dun-. 1 therefore think that the rates 
of par laid down In tho Act are ado- 
(juate, and. as under my proposals 
train lug Will continue after tho 20th 
year, 1 consider the pay of^ a soldier 
in all subsotiuenf years should be at 
tho rate laid down for the 19-20 year, 
namely, 4s, per diem." 

When, however, a citizen soldier 1.-; 
selooted for and Is ready to aBsuino 
the responsibilities of a non-comnils- 
sloned ofllcor, the ciso Is different, .Ho 
Is doing moro than his country abso-' 
lately requlrus, anil he should,, there- 
fore, receive higher rates of pay — up 
to Ss. a.'day for a sergeant.

It l.s suggested that the tralnlnp of 
the citizen soldier iiuiy '"^ divided Into 
two jiartM— the home training, v.hicli 
will tiike iilace all tlu^ year round in 
the vicinity of tlie men's homes under 
the Stalf C'oriis or the citizen olllcer.s 
of the area; and the caiiip truliiinK, 
wlilch will he aiinuall.v held in the 
iii-l;,'hborhiiod, and will generally con- 
sist of a Ijrlgade of infantry with a 
proportion of other arms. In order 
to Hust;un the Interest of the force, 
the instruction givc-n should bo of a 
progressive nature. The soldier 
should anually be taught tho proper 
practical method of carrying out some 
new exercise as well us being tested 
In what ho has learnt before. Thus a 
fresh exercise would be studied every 
year" in the area, and practically tes- 
ted at the camp. When this has been 
donc .the, exerclse^tg be studied durlh'g 
the ij^Jft ySnr'slffiUld-' be Initiated and 
cxplafncu. 

It Is further recommended that 
every year three or more brigades 
should l.)e selected for concentration, 
so as to jiriietl<-«! commanders, staffs, 
and railways, in «le.t,llni,' witli large 
bodies of tiDophi; irtdning gener- 

;'.11>-, it i.s urged, sjioifld "consl.st of all 
that is essential- ti^ g«od marching, aor 
curate controlletl " shooting," and the 
coinbiniilioii of all arms In attack and 
di-ri-nee." 

While ailvociiting that the i)rliiclples 
contained in the miinuiils of the regu- 
lar army sliotild '.le fo!Ie>\ved, it is add- 
ed that tliey must he applied with 
intelligence and wllli due regard to 
llic local conditions of iiersonnel, 
ground, and coniiiosltlon of tlie force.

Nothing Ijiit a lumdlo of clotlilpfj and 
a closed suit case' remained to tell the 
tale of drowniiiK or suicide off ImuiI 
Hay on Wednosriay, when two small 
boys who early In the forenoon saw a 
man battling with the swift current 
off one of the rocliy promontories of 
the bay n-turned later to find the 
clotlies jii.st a.s tliey had li.-rn In the 
nionilnK and no sig-lu or sign of the 
unfortunate suhnmer. The boys 
were off on a tratnp ahnig the shore, 
and the siyht of the man in the water 
attracted tlielr attention. He seemed 
to be-liavintc a hard time, for the tide 
was strong and he appeared to lie- an 
indifferent swliiimer. Tlie clotlu-s and 
the suitcase, the latter evidently con- 
i taining towels and a change of linen, 
tile boys saw In a secluded spcjt near 
the • beucb. Asked afterwards why 
they did not give aii alarm at once, 
the 'boys said that they had watelietl 
the man and that when they left lie 
was apparently quite clbse to tlie rocivs. 

Several hours after having; first 
seen the man and the clothes, the bo.\-.s 
returned along the same route. TIk' 
clothing and suit-case lay just where 
they had been in the morning, but the 
man in the water had disappeared. It 
was not until then that the serious as- 
pect of the case occurred to the boys.
